1958 "Basic Policy Governing the Release of Classified Defense Information, 
Section D, a "security assurance" from a receiving foreign government is 
npfessarv before classified defense information may be passed. In lieu 
thereof /an "appropriate security check" may be made regarding all original 
recipients of classified information. The security assurance does no _t_ 
ensure adequate security in ever y instance. 


q It is recommended that the Security Committee be requested to 
prepay for the consideration of the Board, uniform security check procedures 
ami an understanding as to interagency agreements to facilitate the cert if i 
cation of foreign officers. The Committee should also submit such other 
recommendations as are deemed appropriate.
